These wooden walls are along 
the ribs of the hull — there is a dead space there where 
the contraband is laying. It would take a great deal of 
effort to get to these packages. 

The ship is located in the Pacific but will not make 
port — something drastic will happen aboard the ship. My 
perceptions were of severe weather destroying the ship 
prior to it's arrival at it's destination. The ship is 
capsized and destroyed. 

The drugs aboard the ship are cocaine.
